As with all things else In iho ninonj^ 
tho GyiMles, tho kettU-siiik ha< its 
lilaco nmDnK tha legends ami loi.< nf 
tho raca It It not only nu lm]>erutive- 
ly needed factor In erery-day lUc^ but 
it la far mora Indeed, this one black 
piece of li on |iossosses almost tho tame 
chcrishcil value as tho ingle hook. It 
is the typilieil henrlhsldo of the race. 
It often biH'omcH Ibo object of llio linl;- 
or's highest efforts. "Job," the linker 
ovar tbero by hit little portable forger 
is now hammering away upon one 
upon which ho has been at work for 
months at odd linurs, and its knobs, 
diminutlvo crillliis and llorituro aro 
iiilcrliil inili'uil. 1 once saw one 
wrought by tho Gyjisy Fna trlbo^ of 
Yetholm, England, an halrloom in 
constant use, which no montjr oonld 
buy. Tho female head ot tbe Qjrpty 
houii-bold Is alwayt Iti kaepar, and 
the anxiety about proper )iriileoUon of 
this one bit of old irnn, finin which tho 
pott and koltlus hang ami »i/./.le above 
the ebteiy fires, somotimes nmounta 
to potitira lunacy. The reason fur 
this I diteovered to be jthat lit lorti ot 
tupentltlons cling to ttl OMMBned poa- 
session. It Is a kind of amulet to tbe 
Qyp.sy home as an entirety. It.1 loss, 
cspeciiilly lliriingli any manner of card- 
IcHsni-.s. is fully liellevcil to bo tho 
precursur of all kinds of Ill-luck. Bnb 
ihqr bare no ute tor tblt prlacd ntontil 
unlets It comet into their potaetalon 
through the grotoique avenue of 
preoeaent and race bugabooi. 

I once found a llttlo band of newly- 
aiTivod Gorman Oyptlet on tbe bankt 
of the romnnticWissahickon, In a stato 
of pitinljle proviM ty. I felt I was doing 
llioin n great turn In having mndu 
thorn a handsome kottlo-stlok In Piiiln- 
dolphia at my own expeuso. Thoy ac- 
cepted it with apparent gratitude and 
delight; but I afterward learned that 
I was not well out ot camp ere they 
had told my line gift for old Iron. It 
had como from a 0;)rglo, n non-Gypsy. 
However kiiully iiieanl, it could never 
possess Gypsy character. The truth 
It^ tbey would Uiave tatan flnir food 
raw before they Viutd have ated it I 
havo since aski'l many Gypslei tho 
reaton for this lnj|ratltude and dis- 
courtesy, and all I ciVUl got from thont

Tlie nppriiai brs fiiiii! ibe interior of 
IIiinilMi :' . ill lni\illii aro nierj trails 
through llio mouiilaliis. The only 
ateans of trnnt|)ortallon it ,by pack, 
nnlcs. Must of tho bouses inj Truxille 
nrelong, low-roofed, ono-story dwell- 
ings, built ol slono and niorlar, cool 
and well ailaple l lo tlie climate. Very 
substanllal. I am told they are; iinleeil, 
some of thuia have boon standing 
hundreds of years. They aro any thing 
but picluresipio looking, being totally 
onornainonteil on the ou tiide. It 
seems to nio that all the hontec look 
alike; In fai-'. nn air of 8.imonos9 per- 
vades the plan'. 

The sunoundlng scenery, on the 
other hand, compensates lor the dull- 
nest and makes a beautilul framo lor a 
plain picture. 

Behind the town it a high range of 
monntalns thickly wooiled, witli little 
ttroanilots trickling d.iwii to the sea. 
In the vnlloyson elilier siilo aro Carlb 
villages— ono, tho villngu uu the Bie 
Crystallls, Ibe other on tho Nogro. 
We visitod the Oarib town on the Rio 
Crystallls and lound it n iiinoli larger 
sottleniuiit than it nppoaroil to bo. 
Tiieso sti-calleil Caribs are, properly 
S|K!aking, not Caribs, but are Ihe de- 
aeeadanla of an Afrioan tribt. Yet 
they most decidedly object to being 
classed as negroes, and boast that tlioy 
havo never been sinvea. They are 
()ulto like Iho ordinary negro, with 
tills excoptinn, that liny aro scru- 
pulously cluan about tlioir periont. 

As Is eomroan among most peoples 
of rude oivllixation, the women aro 
tlie drudges. They are the hewert of 
wood and the drawers ot water, and 
it is not uncommon to soo a mother 
padilling a dory load of bananas with 
her infant squalling la the bottom of 
tho boat. 

When a man among the Caribs 
wiibet to take onto bimaelf a wlfo he 
bewt himtelf ont a dory, and, with tho 
assislaneo of his frieiiils ami a jug of 
I f"^^ jsrathers together ttie wlierewilbal 
IWau*lo tm ^H* tj-blclt conaisLs of a few 
hit hoiiae, anil so^ie %'-{\\}}"> Oaar 



theaa axprainloM deapeaed. and when 

he had raaehod the end and turned to 
leave the oar, a ganoral bum of con-

One of the most Ingeiiinus as well at 
tcrvlcoable methods practiced by 
Frenoh artliaai In wood |i that by 
which It produced a fl6n)>leta ntem- 
blanoe in the oolor, bMgty and density 
of ebony by the Iknfm we of charcoal 
n)>on tbe lurfaoo,, None but carefully 
selected woods of oloso ami compact 
groin are employed for this purpose, 
nnd these are eovorod In tho first place 
with a coat ot camphor dissolved in 
water, nnd almost Immoillaloly after 
wl'.h another coat coinposod clilcfly of 
anlphnto of Iron and nut-galL The 
two coiiiblnallons in bleiuliiig pene- 
trate tho wood and give It an 
indelible tinge,' and at the same 
time render It impervious to tho 
attacks of Insiots. Oi tliosn two 
coats boooniln; S'lfllcionlly dry, the 
surface of tho wood is rubbed at first 
with a very liar J brush of couch-grass 
and then with chan onl of substances 
aa Ugbt and triable as possible, the 
fnet being that If a single hard grain 
remains in tho charcoal It will scraloli 
tho lurfaoe, which thonld be perfectly 
siiiootll. Tho flat parts nro rubbed 
with natural stick chnronal. the in- 
dented purllons nnil crevicat with 
charcoal powder, and alternately with 
tbe application of charcoal, the article 
operated upon la robbed wUb a flannel 
soaked In linseed oil~had turpentine. 
These pounolngs, rapaated leveral 
times, cause tho chare9al powder and 
the oil to penetraU the woo^i J<>*a| '

gross plaited together, and looks p.t- 
netly like a huge soi-peut It is about 
eight loot long and about threo inches 
in diamafii m4 .•peu at ono end. 
The strainer it lutpended on a hook 
Iron) tiie rafters, the grated cassaya is 
ptoured in, tlion a heavy weight la at- 
tached to tho lower omL which causc.s 
tho strainer to contrac^ ami so c\- 
prtssos tho juice. Aflor it has iwen 
tlioroiiglily' strained ft Is baked Into 
large. Hot oakes, whioh turm tho doily 
bread of the Carlb. 

These ftjipliances fo^oMkSmg the cas- 
sava bronil. ATrgomor with a couple 
»I niobls. n tables Mid tlie veritable 
haniniook. comprise the fUAilBblngs of 
tho iionto. "i 

While walking through the town we 
happened in on the soiiool. There 
wore about titty Carib boysi all orilor- 
ly nnd cloan-looking, taaght by a 
young Spaniard. The test books aro 
all Spanlsli, the history and geogra- 
phy of Honduras being the principal 
ttndiet. We had a delightful rido on 
borsebaok along the beach and up lo 
the Rio CryMlallis, where wo surprlsod 
a number of Carib women who Were 
wasbiug olothot in the itroani. itiiero 
they stood, knee deep in ,th«. HwAcr, 
rinsing the clothes and pnttiMjihem 
to dry on tho atones. While nffiig up 
hill and fording Ihe river we gam tho 
horses tike k^elat aiA allowed them to 
choote their own path, and to the ut- 
ter oonttornation of tho C arib wasbor- 
womeB, the hones walked right over 
the tpotleat dothet. 

The beautiful cryital stream findi 
its source nt\ ay np in the mountains, 
nnd besides lending a chanu to the 
lurrouniling scenery, 'lurnlshM the 
town of Truxilio witli drinking water. 
It is brought Into Uio town by Iho 
Carlb women In Jugs, for which they 
charge a half real a Jug. 

It It a strata tight to 
Oarib wOnien, with a aha' 
otwotd, but generally otailK tmrown, 
inautilla fashion, over their beads and 
thoir shonlders, arms and feet, without 
any ci>verlug s.ave what Dame Naturo 
provided. — N. 0. Timet- Democrat.

I made loma praetioal espanments 
last winter of eonildarabie raina, 
thittii, in regard to hens. In the flnt 
placid I wish to say that it is simply a 

shnmo that mora attention Is not paid 
to tlio chicken liiisiiiess in this coiintrv. 
If properly attended to it is one of tlie 
most proHtaUe branebes of farm In- 
doslry. but it Is shamefully neglected. 
Bveiy kernel of corn that is fad to 
bona Is considered wasteiL Tho hens 
aro poorly careil for. Improperly shel- 
tcrotl, nnd Iho result is tiiat they are 
uncomfortable. Thoy froczu their 
feet and nearly starve to death during 
winter. Tho resnlt it, that It takei 
thoin until tho middle nf May to rc- 
crnit sufBclontly to be in condition to 
lay. ITons k»^>l in this way are truly 
unpriilltablo. I'Li r.. im ii.iriii.n nf 
this oountry that is too ould lor profit- 
able obtoken caltnrek This is demon- 
slratad liythefaetthatwatmpovtBear- 
ly two miilion dollai-s' worth of eggs 
annually from Canada. A groat deal 
has boon said abniit dsh ami lisheries, 
wliilo 111 fact llio value of cji^'S im- 
ported from Canatla every year cx- 
oneils that ef fish by mora than $800.- 
000. TM> aWaW Mb -bb. We ought 
not to import a single egg from. 
C.'iii alia. 

Another thing of special wonder to 
mo Is that so few farmers appreciate 
what possibilities there aro In raising 
spring olilokont for early market 
Thoy nro always eagorly sought after 
and nra invariably profitable. Chick- 
ens must be kept warm. Oivs tho 
hen-houso a southern exposure, and 
put In plenty of good snsh to still 
further Increase Iho warmth. Do not 
leave cracks to admit the snow and 
wind. If yon find that the sun will 
not be sufllolent to warm the house, a 
small coal nil stove will pay hand- 
somely. Tho cost of running this is ho 
small coinpnicd with tho profit that 
will accrue, tlint it does not pay to 
hesitate on that point In thesunimnr 
the sathof oan either be removed 
and slats tnhititnted, or tba glaai 
can be covered with wlrit^ 
wash or a curtain to koep out tbe 
diricl rays of tho sun. A poultiy 
houso sliould be cleaned out onoo a 
fortnight and whitewashed once in six 
weeks at the larthett There it no 
other way lo be certain *t keeping out 
lice, and making luM fliat the liana 
will be healthy. 

Tho best roosts aro light trestles 
about eighteen inches high. These 
cau bo made of Inch strips about four 
feet long; and at many at are necos- 
laiy. It la not bast to htm fooits too 
high. Tile roMts should ha made mov- 
ablo for convenience in cleaning. 
Above nil things care should bo taken 
with the nests. Fresh straw should bo 
put in whcncvrr the Iioiise is cleaned. 
Some may object that all tblt it a 
matttr ol trouble^ So ia any thing 
that brings profit on the farm. The 
ttables are cleaned every day. It is 
not a difllcult or a long task to clean 
a chicken house. The principal thing 
is to got In the way ot doing it as oilier 
chores aro dona There is no hnll way 
that ia worth doingin the ohiokan bus- 
iness. Either a considerable brood 
thonld bo kept and proper care given 
them, and thus make them pay, or 
none at alt should be kept — Cor. Ohio 
farnur.
